Never has more profound and wide- 
spread regret been expressed through- 
out the Gleivhen district than in the 
death of Mrs, Lyon at 3 o’clock Sun- 
day morning, Feb. 19th, at the age of 
51 years, About 15 years ago she 
came to reside in Gleichen, and while 
busy providing a home for her four 
buys, educating them and seeing that 
each of them learned a good trade she 
had little time for social life and en- 
Joyment and was seldom seen by any 
but those who called at her home. 
Nevertheless she enjoyed a wide circle 
of friends cwing to the many who had 
occasion to visit her private hospital 
und none left without being able to say 
# good word for her and the kindness 
shown them and the careful and cheer- 
tul treatment bestowed upon all pat- 
ients, as well as the great motherly 
love she bestowed upon her boys, who 
in turn have proven their appreciation 
by diligent use of such opportunities 
as she was able to give—and a happy 
home have they all enjoyed. 

Thus it is that the deceased lady 
and her family are held in the highest 
respect and esteem by one and all, 
with whom the Call joins in extending 
to the bereaved ones the most sincere 
sympathy in their great sorrow. 

Strange as it may seem Mrs. Lyons 
saw her first and last game of hockey 
on Saturday, Feb. 4th, when she con- 
tracted a cold, which later developed 
into “flu” and penumonia, and despite 
the best efforts of three doctors, two 
nurses and all her boys could obtain 
for her she slowly sank and finally 
passed peacefully away. The boys 
took the keenest interest in hockey 
and her youngest boy, DeForest, 
best known as “Tiger,” is one of Glei- 
chen’s star hockey players. And last 
Saturday night upon his return from 
the match she insisted upon him tell- 
ing her all about the game, which was 
only abcut three hours before her de- 
mise, thereby showing her mother’s 
love in taking a keen interest in her 
boys play as well as in business life, 

Of the four boys Sterling Lyon was 
the only one who was unable to come 
home to see their mother, he being at 
Houston, Texas. Cecil came from 
3anff, while Orland and DeForest re- 
side at their home in Gleichen, Besides 
these she leaves to mourn her loss 
her mother, Mrs. E, A. Thompson of 
Rockelle, Ill., and four brothers and 
three sisters, 

The funeral service was conducted at 
their home in Gleichen Tuesday after- 
neon by Rev. Coresran, after which 
some twenty-four autos were required 
to convey the people to the Glei- 
chen cemetery, where the last sad 
rites were performed,
